ORDINANCE 
to confor certurn porcin in sospect of promises in the Province of Delhi 

IZBREAS by reason of the shortage of accommodation in the Province of 

Delhi an emergency has arisen which makes it necessary to confer powers tu 
le ruisition pumises and to evict from Government premises persons continuing 
without autlutity to occupy those premni rom ; 

AND WIERNAS the Indian Legislature is nol in sasvion ; 

Now , TIEREFORL , in exercise of the powers conferred by section 72 of the 
Government of Indir Art , 15 set out in the Ninth Schedule to the Government 
ot Tudin lot , 19 .1.5 ( 26 teo ä с 2 ), the invernor Genernl is pleased to niake 
ind pronulonte the following Onlinance – 

1 . Short title , extent and commencemont , - 17) This Ordinance may ve callod 
thio Dellii Premises (Requisition and Eviction ) Ordinanco , 1947. 

(2 ) It Axtends to tho whole of the Province of Delhi. 
(3 ) It shell come into force at once.

ORDINANCE 


to confer certain special powers upon officers of the armed forces in certain disturbed 

areas of Assam 


WHÆRÐAS an emergonoy has arisen whioh makes it necessary to confor certain 
special powers upon officers of the armed forces in certain disturbed areas of Assam ; 

AND WHEREAS the Indian Legislaturo is not in segsion ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exeroise of the powers conferred by section 72 of tho 
Government of India Aot , as sot out in the Ninth Schedule to the Government 
of India Act, 1935 (20 Geo . 5 , 0 . 2 ), the Governor Genoral is pleased to make and 
promulgate the following Ordinance : 

1 . Short title , extent and commencement. - ( 1) This Ordinanoe may be calle ? 
the Agham Disturbed Areas (Special Powers of Armed Foroes ) Ordinanoo, 1947 . 

(2) It extends to the whole of Ayyam . 
(3) It shall come into force at once . 

2 . Spoolal powers of oficera of military or al forces . - Any oommissioned 
officer, warrant officer or non -commissioned officer of His Majesty s military or 
gir foroes may, in any area for the time being declared by notification under seotion 
3 of the Ayam Disturbed Areas Ordinance, 1947 , to be a disturbed area , 

(a ) exercise the powers conferred by section 4 of the said Ordinanoo 
upon a police officer not below the rank of Assistant Sub - Inspeotor ; 

(6 ) arrest without warrant any person who has committed a cognizable 
offence , or against whom a roasonable suspicion existe that he has committed 
or is about to commit a cognizable offence ; 

(c) enter and search , without warrant , any premises to make any such 
arrest as aforesaid , or to recover any person belioved to be wrongfully restrained 
or confined , or any property reasonably suspected to be stolen property, or 
Any arms bolieved to be unlawfully kept, in such premisos . 

3 . Proteotion of persons acting under this Ordinance . - No prosevution , suit or 
other logul prooeoding shall bo instituted , except with the provious sanotion of 
the Central Government, against any person in respeot of anything done or por 
porting to boilone in exorciso of the powers conforred by section 2 .
